animals. 
Best gains are

when the w ater is close by. 
Milk 
production is increased by the use 
of individual cups for the cows, 
"In the swine ot a concrete float 
cham ber w ith a cup on the 
side 
mak es a very satisfactory watering 
arrangem ent. This may be placed 
in the corners of several lots with 
a cup available to each lot. 
The 
float is connected to the 
gravity 
tank , which may be supplied from 
the well by windmill or motor. 
"In the cattle or

J 7 
young stock away from tJhe hens 
is very im portant. 
In most flock s 
it will be impossible to completely 
pievent infestation. 
On

where poultry

the pullet flock should be given at 
least two worm treatm ents during 
the growing period 
Worming 
a 
pullet flock at ten week s and again 
at the 
time

in poultry raising now practiced it 
is advisable to w o.to every flock of 
pullets raised

once before they are put in winter 
quarters.
